euee at Paris, 18C7. 

Editor Colonist, — The important scheme 
ol assimiluliDg tiio gold coinago of tho world 
a> a medium of universal exchange, the sub- 
ject ol deliberation at the Conference ro- 
cently sitting at Paris, seems to approach a 
practical issue. The decisions of tho differ-, 
ent Governments upon tho several pointa 
submitted to tliom by tho Conference, of 
course anxiously expected, will soon trans- 
pire. Tho proceedings of this grand council 
of tbo nations, however, havo been oondncled 
with bo much apparent privacy, that, at least 
in tliis part cf ibo world, they have attraotod 
little publio attention, I purposo to givo a 
briel review of the subject in its various bear- 
ioga, truflliop; it will not be dovoid of inter- 
est to those of your renders who may not 
havo had access to other sources of informa- 
tion. In doing so t avail myaolf, among 
other 'clarences, largely of a document that 
has recently reaohed mo by mail— the report 
to his Government of Mr Samuel B. Ruggleo 
the delegate to tlio Conference of the United 
States, bearing date at Paris, the 7th of Nov- 
ember, 18G7. 

It is necessary to premise that, in Decern-' 
her, 18G5, a monetary convention was enter- 
ed into between Franco, Belgium, Italy and 
Switzerland, by which the coinage, both 
gold and silver, of these countries was aesi, 
rnilatod. A double Standard of value in tho 
two metals for interuationr ' purposes, being 
at the same time establishu. To this Con- 
vention the Pontifical States sod Greece sub- 
Hequeutly became parties. Tho foiiowing 
summary comprises its chief provisions : 

1. Uniformity of the gold coinage and of 
silver pieces of tho value of fivo francs ; with 

a couimun otandurd u{ .000 Una. 

2. Uniformity of tho coinage of silver 
pieces of smaller denomination than Gve 
francs, with a standard of .83:') fioo. Such 
coins not to be issued by either Govern- 
tneot beyond the ratio of six francs for each 
inhabitant. nr,r to be legal tender_ between 
'individuals for sums exceeding 50 Imcias. 
The public banks to receive them from indi- 
vi Juals to the extent of 100 francs ; but the 
nation issuing them is bound to receive 
them in any amount ; exchanging them if 
required for current coio (gold ut iive.iranc 
pieces) when presented in sums ol not less 
than 100 franca. 

It was upon the basis of this Convention 
'hat the representatives of tbo various na- 
tinns ot Kuropo and the Uuitcd States of 
America, were invited to deliberate at the 
Conference assembled at Paris during the 
Exposition of 18(37. Unfortunately, from 

invitations, the various stales ol Ceuiral una 
Snuth America wero not represented at this 



respect. Of this problem a satisfactory solu- 
tion is not wunting. Tho silver coinage of 
Franco from 1791 to 1851 amounted tn«8!)L» 
519,069 ; from 185L to 18C6 only to $43,112,. 
180. Of these Bums (a total of $934,631,249) 
at least §760,000.000 have been abstracted 
within tho last fifteen years, principally ft r 
exportation to tho East Indies. About 
8150,000,000 only of her vast silver coinage 
actually remain in France ; the balance being 
represented by tho coinage composed of the 
gold specie Bnd bullion ol the other nations, 
employed in the purchases of the vanished 
silver. The inducements to this triiilio wero 
great. In 1803 France had established by 
law r double standard of value lor legal 
tender, in the ratio of la\.< of silver to 1 cf 
gold. Up to a certain period this relative 
value, sufficiently accurate ut the lime of its 
establishment, continued . without material 
disturbance. It was only with the great in- 
flux of gold from California and Australia 
since 1849 that the rolative European values 
of the two metals continued appreciably to 
change. The difference, influenced by the 
disparity of supply, amounted in a lew years 
to at least seven per cent. ; and as an ob- 
vious consequeucu, tho silver coinage ot 
France, thus enhanced in relative value, 
continuod rapid ly to disuppnnr. To ctieGk 
the evil it was found neccsary in 1865 to re- 
duce tho Btandard of fineness ot the smaller 
coins, as already hIiowij ; at tho same time 
restricting them as loL-al tender to the litnii 
ot 50 francs. Thus, though still formally 
adhering to tho theory of a double standard, 
tbo principle is practically, to a certain ex- 
tent, repudiated. Fer tho causes already 
mentioned, too, it is easy to conceive that 
the drain of tho 5 frnuc pieces, which still re- 
tain their onhancod value, will continue. 

In me Untied Slates, wtiere likowiso a 
double Btandard was by law established, a 
eimilar depletion of the silver coinage has 
taken place. As early as 1853, however, 
measures were adopted by Congress to cheek 
the future progress of tbo evil. It was direct- 
ed that all subdivisions ol iho /iollar ihfire- 
after to bo coinod should be reduced, not in 
fineness, but in weight, about seven per cent. 
It also directed that such subdivisions shmiid 
not be legal lender for sums exceeding fivo 
dollars. This prospective law has of course 
been attended with duo effect ; hut a,i Ibo 
silver dollars formerly extanl, and indeed tho 
whole of tho s Ivor coinage issued previous 
to 1853, have since disappeared. As no 
silver dollars are, f believe, now coined, 
while tho ter.der of Iho subdivisions is re- 
stricted, tho principle of a double standard, 
still nominally admitted, is virtually igiiored.

The Conference further requested the

or further conference. 

The cold dollar ol the United States, ns 
compared with the five Iranc piece of the 
Confederation, has an excess of valuo of a 
iittlo more than 3V, cents. To encourage 
the reductian of the United States half-eagle, 
and its nearly correspondent coin the British 
sovereign, to the value ol 25 (runes, the Con 
ference unanimously recommended tho is«no 
of o net* coin of that denomination by France 
and her mouetary allies. Tho reduction of 
the sovereign to this equivalent would bo 
ubout 4 cms ; of tbo half eagle slightly in 
excess of L7jij eenls.

i rorwinr ipr>?.Tent \tss wisdom of the confer- 
ence in rejuciing unhesitatingly the adoplion 
of a doublet Btandard; in other words, the 
admission of the right of a debtor to pay, at 
his option, in the coinage of either ol the 
two motals. As shown, this right, locally 
eiisling in form, iB really abrogated in fact, 
Tho Conference opposed itself to that which 
is in itself a fallacy ; for it is clearly im> 
possible to Gs prospectively and permanently 
tho rolative values of the precious tnetuls, the 
production of which is noceBsarily fluctuating 
and uncertain. These values, like the values 
of the ordinary products of human in- 
dustry, must be regulated by tho inexora- 
ble law of demand ard supply. I have 
said that, until a comparatively recent dale, 
this relative value had continued for many 
years without material change. The ten- 
dency rf production, however, contrary to 
what it now is, was to enhance the value of 
gold ; and indeed, considering tho F.uropeun 
market only, this enhancement actually ex- 
isted ; but the largo oxtrancous demand for 
silver, attending Iho coistantly increasing 
commerce of tho East, maintained the equi- 
librium. Previous lo 1818 it was estimated 
by Mr Senior and other distinguished econo- 
mists that nil tho precious metnls then ex* 
taut in the world amounted in Dearly equal 
proportion to about two thousand millions 
sterling. Up to iho disoovcry ol the Kussiun 
mines, some years anterior to the date in 
queaion, and icdeed alter the influx from 
that source up to Iho very threshold of the 
more important discoveries, there was a great 
progressive deficit io the aggregate gold- 
riches of the world. Tho gross annual yield 
of tho producing countries, in shoit, was in- 
adequate to the annual deturioiution and 
loss ; at la?t, perhaps, barely equal. Since 
then California, Australia and ( with a wide 
interval) British Columbia ami New Zea- 
land, have yielded their contributions to the 
common Hock. I huvo not at hand lhe data 
for estimating, even approximated;, the 
amount ; hut we muy assume that the Urge 
aggregate has gone to swell the total ol gold 
actually existence.

Of these amounts nuil the residue of the 
older coinage, the proportions iu actual cir- 
culation ure approximately as under. 

In Great Britain tho amount is variously 
estimated at from JE80.OUO.000 to XIOO,000,- 
000, chiefly in sovereigns, many ol which are 
deteriorated by wear to the actual valuo of 
25 francs. Including the coinage of Auilro-. 
lia, which from the waDt of preciso returns 
docs not appear in tho previous statement, 
we may lanly assume tlio larger amount, or 
in dollars 500,000 000. The cost of reeoin 
age, at the ascertained rate of one-fifth ol one 
per cent , would aniouut to ono million of 
dollar*. 

Of tho large amount coined by the United 
Slutes it is estimated that §300,000,000 only 
romnin in circulation. The rest has been 
absorbed by constant remittal. ou lo liurope, 
whence only a vory small proporliou ever 
toiurns. The coat of recoinage uuder this 
estimato would bo about $000,000. 

The oinount of gold in actual circulation 
in France, Belgium and Itiily is estimated by
